SYSTEM OF BUOYAGE IN INDIAN WATERS. 


The following Resolution of the Government of India, dated Simla, 30th September 1880, relating wo a 
uniform system of buoyage in Indian waters, is published for general information, as the system is now being 
gradually introduced :— 

“ The adoption of a uniform system of buoyage in Indian ports has been under the consideration of the 
Government of India for some time past. The Governor General in Council having now obtained the advice 
of the Board of Trade and the Trinity House Corporation, considers that the system proposed by the Super- 
intendent of Marine Surveys, and described in the Appendix to this Resolution, is suitable generally for Indian 
waters. In this system differences of form coustitute the primary basis of distinction, but differences of 
colour are also utilised.” 

2. The Governor General in Council has requested that the system may be gradually introduced, as it 
becomes necessary to replace existing buoys, in all ports and their approaches, Bombay harbour and Hooghly 
river excepted. 


APPENDIX. 


System or Buoyace. 


The side of the channel is to be considered starboard or port, with reference to the entrance to any port 
from seaward,

The 7th March 1882.—The following rules, which have been approved by the Govern~ 
ment of India, ure published for general information :— 


Cuaprer I—Contnot, 
1. The following persons are required to prevent infringement of the rules for the 
management of Government Forests, and to give the earliest notice in their power to the 


Forest Officer, or, in his absence from the forests, to the nearest Magistrate, of any infringe- 
ment of them which may come to their notice :— 


(a)—All officers of police. 

(4)—All forest watchers or guards appointed by the Forest Officer, and to whose 
appointment the Government have given a general or spccial sanction. 

(c)—All village headmen, and all pergunnaits and pahareah sardars and naib sardars 


and manjhis, who are in the receipt of direct remuneration from the 
Government. 


Cnarter I1—Prouisitions. 


2 The marking, girdling, felling, lopping and notching for resin of the following trees 
situated within the Government forest, except upon authority had from the Forest Officer, 
is prohibited :— 


(a) SAl. (d) Satsal. 
(6) Asan. (e) Fruit-trees, 
(c) Sisu. ({) Trees marked for preservation. 


3. The kindling of fire so as to endanger any of the above trees wherever situated 
within the reserved forest, and the kindling of fire anywhere within the reserved forest, 
except in those places which are set apart for the villages within the reserve for residence, 
cultivation, or other uses, is, except upon authority had from the Forest Officer, prohibited. 


4. The removal from the Government forests of any dead or felled trees of the kind 
enumerated in Rule 2. or of any saplings or seedlings of such trees, except upon authority 
had from the Forest Officer, is prohibited. ; 


5. The obstruction or diversion of streams or waters in the Government forests, 
except upon authority had from the Torest Officer, is prohibited. 


6. The converting or cutting into pieces or burning of timber of the trees defined in 
Rule 2, or the disposal of such timber by sale or otherwise by any person not the lawful 
owner of such umber, except upon authority had from tbe Forest Officer, is prohibited. 


Charter IT] —Prwarrirs. 


7. Any person infringing Rules 2 to 6, both inclusive, shall be liable, on conviction by a 
Magistrate, to fine not exceeding five hundred rupees, and in default of payment to imprison- 
ment as provided iu the 67th section of the Indian Penal Code. 


8. Any village headman, or any pergunnait, pahareah sardar, naib sardar, or 
manjhi, in the receipt of direct remuneration from Government, who wilfully or negligently 
omits to give notice to the Forest Officer, or, in his absence from the forests, to the nearest 
Magistrate. of any infringement of the above prohibitions which has come to his notice, 
shall be liable, on conviction by a Magistrate, to fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, 
aud in default to imprisonment as provided in the 67th section of the Indian Penal Code,

The following changes in the Regulations in 
Arts and Medicine having been sanctioned by the 
Senate and approved by His Excellency the 
Governor General of India in Council, are published 
for general information. 

For the Regulations for the First Examination 
in Arts, for the degree of Bachelor o Arts, for 
Honours in Arts, and for the degree of M.A., the 
following Regulations have been substituted, with 
effect, as regards the First Examination in Arts, 
from the Ist of January 1884, and as reyards the 
B.A, and M. A. Examinations, from the Ist of 
January 1885. 


FIRST EXAMINATION IN ARTS. 
, 1. The First Examination in Arts shall commence 
annually at such time as the Syndicate sball deter- 
mine (the date to be approximately notified in the 
Calendar for the year), and shall he held in Cal- 
cutta and in such other places* as shall from time 
to time be appointed by the Syndicate. 

2. Any undergraduate of the University may 
be admitted to this Examination, provided be has 
prosecuted a regular course of study in any affiliat- 
ed institution for not less than two academical 
years after passing the Entrance Examination.t 


8. Every candidate for admission shal] send his 
application with a certificate in the form entered 
in Appendix A, either to the Registrar or to a local 
officer recognised by the Syndicate. Every such 
application must reach the office of the Registrar at 
least thirty days before the date fixed for the com- 
mencement of the Examination.
